THE CENTRAL PACIFIC. 


: The Enormous Deficit of the Road Set Forth. 


-By Counsel.

WASHINGTON, May 2.—Central Pa- 
cific matters today occupied the atten- 
tion of the House Committee on Pa- 
cific Railroads. Charlies H. Tweed of 
New York, counsel for the Central Pa- 
cific, submitted figures showing the 
debt of the company to the govern- 
ment, which is, he said, in round num- 
bers, from $62,500,000 to $65,000,000, and 
of which $28,000,000 is principal and the 
remainder unpaid interest. ‘There are 
about eight hundred and sixty miles 
of the aided portion of the road. Be- 
sides this there are several non-aided 
portions of the system in California 
not subject to the government lien, and 
on all of which there is a specific mort- 
gage. The.whole systém is under lease | 
by the Southern Pacific. 

Tweed was asked why it was that 
‘the company had not made any provis- 


| ion to pay the annual interest, amount- 


ing to. $1,600,000, to the government. 
He replied that when the acts author- 
izing the construction of the roads were 
passed it was thought the charges for 
transportation would be sufficient to 
provide for the interest as it accrued. 
It was also intended that 5 per cent. 
of the net earnings of the property 
should be retained as a portion of the 
sinking fund. None of these execu- 
tions had been fulfilled. The calcula- 
‘tions as to the amount of the govern- 
ment’s expenditures for transportation 
charges had been made on the basis 
of what they were before the road had 
been built/and when the transporta- 
tion was by overland routes. . 

Matters thus went on until 1878, when 
the Thurman act was passed. The 
Central. Pacific had been under lease 
to the Southern Pacific since 1885, at 
first at an annual rental of $1, 200, 000 
and then at $1,360,000 in excess of its 
fixed charges. There had been a de- 
ficit in.the earnings between the ren- 
tals each year from 1887, when it was 
over $100,000. The committee adjourned 
at the end of Tweed’s statement.

CLEVELAND, May 2.—The disorders 
which began yesterday with the May- 
day demonstration of the unemployed 
culminated today in open riots. There 
were three separate and bloody con- 
flicts between the police and rioters 
and tonight the troops are under arms 
ready to respond to a call in case of 
any emergency,’ The worst is believed 
to be over, however. 

The trouble bégan before noon when 
a mob of about two thousand started 
to raid the faétories on the flats and 
drive from work the men employed 
therein.. The first attack was made at 
the Variety Ironworks. The windows 
of the factory wére smashed by stones 
and bricks'and the workmen fled in a 
panic. A force of seventy-five police- 
men was then called out. *The rioters 
proceeded, however, to the Upson Bolt 
Works, where 1500 men were induced 
to quit work before the officers arrived. 
When the police came on the scene the 
men made a stand and hurled bricks 
at the officers... 

Orders were given to charge them 
with clubs. The rioters ran like sheep 
at the first assault, but their leaders 
succeeded in rallying them on the Ab- 
bey-street viaduct, a bridge about one 
thousand feet lomg. Squads of police 
coming up at both ends of the bridge 
penned in the crowd and they were 
forced to fight their way out. They 
made a rush for the officers, but at 
least a score of -were._clubbed un- 
mercifully before they succeeded in get-

In the south énd of the city at the 
same time a mob of 500 men drove 
away the workmen from . the bir ge

They were met by Police 
Officer Herbert and a squad of ten 
policemen, who clubbed them until they 
were glad to run. At least thirty men 
were injured in’this fight, but the mob 
was dispersed. 

‘This afternoon Mayor Blee announced 
that no more rioting would be per- 
mitted. He issued a proclamation com- 
manding the people not to assemble 
6n the streets and at the same time 
he called on the Cleveland Grays, the 
getling gun battery and the resident 
companies of the Ohio National Guard 
to assemble in their armories and 
await his call. 

Among the rioters taken into custody 
was Tom Moore, who, at the meetings 
of the unemployed, urged the men to 
adopt anarchistic methods. His head 
was laid open by a. policeman’s club. 

e mob was composed entirely of un- 
employed foreigners, mostly Italians 
and Poles. An organization with from 
eight to ten thousand members 
has been effected among. them 
within a few days.

A CRITICAL SITUATION. 

DULUTH (Minn.,) May 2.—Telegrams 
were received this afternoon by Sheriff 
Sharvey from every mining center of 
the Mesaba range stating that the 
strikers had stopped work at every 
mine, and'‘that the situation was crit- 
ical. One telegram was 
Bacon from the Minnesota Iron Com- 
pany, who was at the Auburn mine, 
and urged immediate action. The 
Sheriff at once telegraphed to. Gov. 
Nelson, asking permission to call on 
the militia, and if this permission is 
given the Sheriff will order the Duluth 
conmanies to the scene of the trouble 
tonight. Ineany event, the Sheriff with 
a force of deputies will go there to- 
night.

‘STARTLING EFFECTS. 


The Trial ot Dr. Meyer Develops Further 
Sensations. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

NEW YORK, May 2.—It is said the 
prosecution in ‘the trial of Dr. Meyer 
may produce the Baum, whose coun- 
terfeit, Brandt, was, it is alleged, mur- 
dered under his name as a witness. 
As a rebuttal, according to court ru- 
mor, the defense will bring into court 
the genuine Ludwig Brandt, whose 
intestines, according to the prosecu- 
tion, have been analyzed by an expert, 
and. are now reposing in the expert’s 
laboratory. 

Carl Muller was again under cross- 
examination today, and related the de- 
| tails attending the poisoning of Brandt. 
Lawyer Brooke asked the witness: 
‘Why did you not tell Brandt that he 
was, being poisoned ?’’ 

“He would not believe me. I knew 


Chicago. I knew he was killing 
Brandt. I would have told Brandt 
about it, but I knew he would not be- 
Heve me.” 

The witness produced a sensation 
when he said: ‘Dr. Meyer told me he 
would poison Brandt, as he was a use- 
less fellow and sat around all day 
drunk and smoked cigarettes.’’ Meyer 
said: ‘I only tell Brandt I am gains 
to substitute a corpse for him. 
he gets sick I will load him down heav- 
ily’and he will be killed quick.’ 

The cross-examination will continue 
tomorrow. 

John Gardner, an ex-convict: of Chi- 
cago, was put on the stand by the pros- 
ecution. He testified to having talked 
with Meyer about using Brandt for the 
purpose of handling insurance com- 
panies and that Meyer told him of his 
intention to kill Brandt.

Court. The charge against them will 
be violation of the’ United States 
statues. The arrest of Coxey was made 
today in the Police Court on informa- 
tion filed against him last night of un- 
lawfully displaying a banner. 

Coxey and Browne’s counsel include 
Representatives Pence of Colorado, 
Baker of Kansas, Kern of Nebraska, 
Boen of Minnesota and Adjt.-Gen. 
Tarsney of Colorado, The counsel asked 
that $500 in cash be accepted in lieu of 
real estate bail for Coxey’s appear- 
ance, but the Judge refused it and 
Coxey and Jones were taken to the 

police station. Frank Hume, a whole- 
sone grocer, signed the $500 bond for 
Coxey and Jones and they were re- 


eased. 

Théugh a crowd of curious people 
‘surrounded the District Court in ex- 
pectation of the trial of Browne and 
Jones, only 
some good reason for their presence 
‘were admitted to the courtroom. 

Among the earliest arrivals were 
Coxey, Browne and Jones. They were 
soon joined by the four Populist mem- 
bers of Congress, Lafe Pence of Colo. 
rado,' William Baker, Halder E. Boen,. 
W._H. Kemp and Adjt.- Gen. Tarsney 
of Colorado, who offered their services 
as counsel. ‘Marshal’ Carl Browne 
was attired in his spectacular buckskin 
‘suit. The party engaged in consulta- 
tion until Judge Miller ascended to 
the bench, when Browne and Jones 
walked behind the railing into the pris- 
oners’ -inclosure, accompanied by 
Coxey. 

Several minor cases were first dis- 
posed of and during these proceedings.

Taubeneck and Secretary,Turner of the 
Committee of the People’s party snd 
Dr. T. A. Bland, the Washington 
third-party man. 

Attorney Maloney, a smooth-faced, 
‘blonde-haired young man, appeared as 
prosecutor of the cases and announced: 
““T have been informed that a man 
‘named Jacob S. Coxey is now in court, 
‘and, after an investigation last night, 
I have thought myself warranted in 
filing an information against him. I 
have made out a warrant, but if he is 
‘willing to submit I do not care to have 
it served upon him.” 

This was a surprise and Coxey spoke 
up: “I’m here and ready.” Then he 
stepped forward to the bar and at- 
torney Samuel Hyman said: 

“First we ask whether all of the in- 
formations have been filed that the 
government intends to make out.” 

“That is not the question,” replied 
the Judge. 

Then the information charging Jacob 
S. Coxey with unlawfully displaying a 
banner or device was read and he re- 
plied: “‘Not guilty.”

Investigation Shows Great Contusion in the 
Banco Romano’s Affairs.

The investigation, which covered all 
branches, showed the utmost confusion 
in other institutions. The cash deficit 
of the Banca Romano was 28,600,000 
lire, and the illegal notes of that bank’s 
issue since 1883 had reached 64,000,000 
lire. A ‘large part of this money is said 
to-have 
ticiahs’in order to secure their election 
and support...

Congressmai. Brookshire of Indiana 
introduced in the House today a Dill 
providing for some comprehensive 
changes: in our present financial sys- 
tem. The bill provides that no green- 
backs shall be issued of a smaller de- 
nomination than $10; that not over one- 
fourth im value of the amount of circu- 
lation issued to national banks shall be 
of a less denomination than $10; that 
coin ‘certificates shall be issued instead 
of silver certificates, gold certificates 
and the treasury notes issued under the 
act of July, 1890. 

The bill provides for the purchase of 
coin certificates on all the gold, and 
silver coin and gold bullion in the 
treasury in excess of $100,000,000 of gold, 
which is held asa reserve for redemption 
of the greenbacks. The bill also pro- 
vides for the issue of coin certificates 
on all of the silver seigniorage bullion 
not exceeding $1 for 471% grains of 
pure silver and that it shall be the duty 
of the Secretary of the Treasury to pay 
out these coin certificates in discharge 
of all of the obligations of the United 
States except such as made ex- 
pressly payable in — coin. More- 
over the bill provides that the 
owner -of coin, gold an silver, 
may deposit the same with'the treas- 
urer of any subtreasury of the United 
States in the sum of $10 or any mul- 
tiple thereof and receive coin certifi- 
cates in lieu of same. 


Senator Walsh today introduced a 


bill for the repeal of the tax of 10 per 
cent. on the circulation on State banks. 
Senator Walsh sald in reply to a ques- 
tion that the bil was intended to pro- 
vide for unconditional repeal: ‘That 
is what we want,’’ he said, “‘we claim 
the Federal government has nothing to 
do with the regulations of our State 
banking institutions and ask to have 
the State-bank tax stricken from the 
books.”’

Rochester. The Railway Age of the 
27th inst., 
that'a remarkable, honorable and use- 
ful career has thus been brought to 
an end, said: 


“Forty-one years ago a tall, strong- | 


featured, keen-eyed young man of 23 
years came from Connecticut to the 
little Western village ;of Beloit, on the 
border of ‘Wisconsin and Illinois, to 
become a-resident engineer in charge 
of construction on the Beloit and Madi- 
son Railroad, now a part of the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern, He was a 
born leader. Dashing, tremendously 
energetic, self-reliant, pronounced in his 
views and extremely fluent in express- 
ing them, Robert Harris at once im- 


~ Pressed himself upon his surroundings 


and started on a _ constantly-ascending 
road which led him to the summit of 
influence and power in the railway 
profession, Successively he bore the 
titles of superintendent Racine and 
Mississippi, superintendent Galveston, 
Houston and Henderson; assistant gen- 
eral superintendent, general superin- 
tendent and president Chicago, Burling-. 
ton and Quincy; general manager and 
vice-president New York, Lake 
and Western, and presi- 
dent Northern Pacific, in this 
later position succeeding Henry Villard. 
Subsequently resigning, ‘he purposed to 

free from the care of active railway 
management, though his active nature 
would not allow him to keep out of 
railway interests, and his reputation 
brought him such opportunities that he 
Sontinued to occupy advisory capacities 
as director in various railway compa- 
nies, including the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe. Last year he was again 
returned to the Northern Pacific board, 
representing interests antagonistic to 
the then existing management, and was 
chosen vice-president. Mr. Harris had 
been strongly opposed to the ‘policy of 
securing the Wisconsin .Central lines 
and the Chicago terminals, and on his 
return to power he actively co-operated 
with President Ives in -the attack ‘on 
the management which had _ been 
headed by Mr. Oakes. Undoubtedly 
the fact that his own policy in fo 


years had been overruled by his suc- 


cessors gave a tinge of bitterness to 
Mr. Harris’s recent action. Such is hu- 
man nature. And yet Robert. Harris 
meant to be as scrupulously fair in his 
dealings with all men as he was ad- 
mittedly honest and incorruptible. His 
convictions were strong and uncom- 
promising in any cause which he es- 
poused; yet he had a kindly heart ana 
a genial nature, and was interested in 
those things which tend to uplift men 
‘and make them happier. A self-made 
-career so successful as that which Rob- 
ert Harris ended at the age of 63 offers 
an encouraging example to the young 
railway men of this generation. Mr. 
Harris left no children to inherit his 
strong intellect and convictions amd to 
be honored by his name.”’

About, thirty out .of fifty-five. 

elers employed on the Daly-street and 


Pasadena-avenue sewers struck work [ 


yesterday forenoon .and filed out in,.a 
‘body, leaving their tools in_ the 
trenches. Their grievance was a. pro- 
posed “stand-off” for their pay, they 
refusing to work unless paid at the 
end of each week. The contractors in 
charge of the work are Messrs. Mans- 
field & Grant, who pay the men $1.50 
per day as shovelers. The last pay- 
day was on the 26th ult., and the men 
were then notified that they would be 
paid again on the 20th of the present 
month. This at the time appear to 
satisfy them, and they continued to 
work until yesterday morning, when 
they made a demand for a weekly pay- 
day and being told tMat such was out 
of the question quit work. There were 
two Americans among the number who 
walked out, the rest all being Italians. 
It is supposed that the strike resulted 
from the discharge of two mén who 
of no ac- 
count. A few aualiontionn for work 
were yesterday received’ and several 
men were added to the force in the 
trenches, but hardly half the regular 
crew was at work-at all. Today it is 
expected that all the places will be 
filled and the job proceeded with. It 
will probably be a matter of a month 
or more before the contract is com- 
pleted, 

The old “mule line’ on Chestnut 
street and Pasadena avenue is now a 
thing of the past. The track was torn 
up Tuesday and will in all probability 
be replaced by an extension of the
